A former San Francisco Port 
Commission president，Cyril 
Magnin，and architect Thomas 
Hsieh are waging a campaign to

Magnin, who has donated more 
than $200,000 for the Jade Room 
in the Asian Art Museum in 
Golden Gate Park,， and Hsieh，a 
former art commissioner who 
hosted a dinner recently with 
Chinese liaison officials in San 
Francisco, went right to the top ip 
Washington, D.C., and met with 
Han Hsu who carries the rank of 
ambassador in China and is the 
top-ranking Chinese official in 
the U.S. 

Hsu has recommended to his 
superiors in Peking that the ar- 
chaeological exhibit be brought 
to San Francisco，The exhibit， 
which has drawn enormous 
crowds in Paris，London (over 1 
million)，Vienna，Stockholm and 
Toronto，began its public run in 
Washington, D.C., on 了 iday. 

PREVIEW

Hsieh and Magnin have re-

said the city's chances of getting 
the_exhibit now appear to be 
“better than 50-50” and he pre- 
dicted the archaeological treas- 
ures would draw close to one mil- 
lion persons. 
STUMBLING

On November 22, employees at 
the Mandarin Restaurant in Ghir- 
ardejlli :Square voted to join the 
culinary union，thereby paving 
the way for Mandarin to become 
the first Chinese restaurant to 
unionize.

The _ employment side，how- 
ever，appeared something quite' 
different. According to Mandarin 
employees interviewed by the 
Guardian，Chiang sometimes 
“treated us like slaves.” Says 
Steve Chimn，a former waiter， 
“She- would curse and shout， 
sometimes in front of the public.…” 

Chin states that although as a 
Waiter, he was satisfied with the 
salary he took home，he was 
Upset with the lack of .breaks， 
vacation and overtimne pay，and 
the inadequate medical coverage. 
Job security was nil，he adds. 
“Any time she felt like firing us 
she would just curse and fire Us.

Old Mr. Wong was unhappy. 
The cold December dampness 
had kept him in his little room 
Overlooking the alley and the 
sound of children's laughter from 


、，the room next door disturbed his 


mind with bittersweet memories. 

He had looked into that dingy 
room and wondered how those 
refugee children could be happy-. 
Compared to that crowded room 
next door，his own seemed spa- 
cious and comfortable， decorated 
all about with bank calendars de- 
picting Chinese art which he had 
collected over a period of years， 
and cheered by the plants on the 
fire escape outside his window. 

The old man thought of his own 
family,，the wife he had left in 
China and the little daughter he 
had never seen, both lost so long 
ago, When war Swept over his an- 
cestral village. 

He looked at the old Chinese 
teacup on the jlittle stand by his 
bed and recalled the young man 
who had said goodbye, promising 
to return with a fortune，and the 
little wife who had tearfully in- 
sisted that he carry with him one 
of the two cups which came with 
their wedding teapot.

A landmark decision was hand- 
ed down by :the U.S. Supreme 
Court January 21 when 站 ruled 
9-0 that public schools have a 
duty to provide Special language 
instruction to non-English and 
limited English-speaking stu- 
dents. 

The decision came as aresult of 
alawsuit filed on behalf of Kenny 
Lau and 13 other Chinese-speak- 
ing _ students by the Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance Founda- 
tion in 1970. The defendant in the 
case was Alan Nichols, past pres- 
jdent of the San Francisco Board 
of 玉 ducation. 

Affected by the ruling are Over 
10,000 San Erancisco public 
school students of Chinese, Japa- 
nese, Pilipino，Samoan，Spanish- 
speaking, and other backgrounds 
who speak no or little English 

FUNDS 

Since the ruling，Congress has 
passed the Bilingual 也 ducation 
Reform Act of 1974 (上 ennedy- 
Cranston bills)，which increases 
federal appropriations for bilin- 
gual education from $135 to $200 
million in the next four yearSs. 

Also, as a result of community 
complaints that the school dis- 
trict s Special ljanguage programs 
were “unplanned,uncoordinated， 
and woefully inadequate” and 
demands for community input， 
the Board of Education finally 
moved May 4 to appoint a 32- 
member Bilingual 有 ducation Task 
Force to develop acity-wide 
master plan to imnplement Za VS， 
AicAhols. 

Representatives of ethnic com- 
munities as well as persons in- 
Volved in bilingual education 
Were appointed to the Task Force， 
Whose master plan is expected 
next month . 


COUNCIL ENDORSES 
BILINGUAL ED 


The right of all children to re- 
ceive an education in their native 
Ianguage was Overwhelmingly 
SuUpported at a_ convention of the 
Council on Anthropology and 
Education recently. 

The council the largest Schol- 
arly body of its kind in the world， 
consisting of members from Can- 
ada, Latin America and the U.S.， 
called for the development of 
programs in education; health， 
and social services in bilingual， 
bicultural situations that would 
not only recognize and respect 
the culture of the larger society， 
butthat ofthe local community as 
Wel.

Chinese Hospital，Chinatown 's 
new Synonym for controversy,， hit 
the headlines more than once in 
1974. 

This saga of discord gestated in 
October 1972 when the hospital 
was allocated an $871,801 Hill 
Bturton grant and an initial $2.162 
million federally subsidized loan 
for the construction of an out- 
patient facility. The proposed 
facility was to provide one-third 
of a comprehensive health center 
envjisioned for Chinatown. 

Im the ensuing months and 
especially since late 1973，com- 
plications developed as the hospi- 
tal's board of directors got em- 
broiled in internal politicking that 
came to consume months of liti- 
gation and lots of G-notes. The 
identity of the legitimate repre- 
sentative from a particular consti- 
tuent organization to the board 
became the springboard for the 
periodic serving of court injunc- 
tions _ and coups that not only 


hampered the hospital`s opera- 
tions but also provided a common 
them upon which community 
members of diverse persuasions 
gathered. 

The issue concerned always the 
proposed outpatient facility. 
While all fitteen board members 
agreed that a new heajlth facility 
was necessary to the well-beirig 
of Chinatowmn residents, they dis- 
agreed whether the proposed one 
was financially or operationally 
feasible, the catch being that the 
majority opinion rested with the 
holder of the contested seat. 

After a series of court hearings， 
Victory appeared ip the hands of 
those favoring the proposed facil- 
ity，recently estimated to cost 
$4.5 million. But pangs of birth 
continue to haunt the $5 mijllion 
Seattje-company-financed “proj- 
ect; the issue now concerns the 
realization of affirmative action 
hiring of Chinese in the. build- 
ing's construction:

In February and March of this 
yearthe excitement'generated by 
the bizarre Patty Hearst kidnap- 
ping rubbed offt on the Chbinese 
community in San Francisco. As 
a precondition to any negotiation 
for the release of Patty，the Dow 
notorious Symbionese Liberation 
demanded，and got，a 
multi-million-dollar program to 
give away food to the poor in the 
Bay Area. 

The Chinese community react- 
ed strongly against participation 
in the so-called People Im Need 
food program. A community 
newspaper, Getting Together， 
vehemently denied any connec- 
tion with the SLA after the terror- 
jist_ group named the paper in a 
public communique as one of the 
designated operators of the PIN 
program. Community leaders ap- 
plied pressure discreetly to bar 
the operation of the program 了 
Chinatown. Moral questions 
were raised and a fierce debate 
raged in East/West as well as 
other community newspapers. 
Letters expressing readers、 
Views, pro and con, poured in. 

ORDERLY 

But when PIN food，free to 
anyone who came to get 这, finally 
came to Chinatown，the Chinese 
people, just like the whites，the 
blacks and others,， turned out in 
force to wait in line for 这. During 
the 27 hours that the Chinatown 


distribution center at Guadalupe 
Church opened its door，an esti- 
mated 18,000Ppeople, mostly Chi- 
nese，WwWere served. Aside from 
minor mishaps and violence，the 
Chinatown center distinguished 
itself with its orderly operation . 

A moral debate can go on for- 
ever, but East/West summed.up 
its feelings in an editorial printed 
March 13 (People In Need ”)， 

...Ahungry stomach is apojliti- 
cal. A starving body finds it hard 
to uphold high moral standards， 

. But what we would like to 
point out is: what about the needs

KQED STRIKE

Tentative agreement has been 
reached on one of the key issues 
affecting the QED-TV strike.
